“La Bohéme.” 


Saturday's Opera, described by Percy A. Scholes. 


A BOHEMB means “Bohemia inthe 
pootical sense. The plot is, for the most 
part, drawn from Murger's novel, Seduea de 
la Wie de Bohime, which relates inci 
in the happy-go-lucky artiste’ quarter of Paris, 
about a century ago. The music, by Puesini, 
is lowing and tuneful and very’ Halian La 
Bokéme is, in all countries, one of the most 
Populae of Puccini's operas, ite skilful mixture 
of humour and pathos providing probably one 
of its strongest attractions. 

Tt was first performed (in Turin) in 1800, and 
was introduced to British audiences (at Man. 
chester) by the. Carl Rora Company, the 
following year. The following brief ‘account ix 
intended ‘to be read in advance and” then 
Tollowed as the opera proceeds, 


ACT THE GARRET. 
No overture—merely a few bars of orchestral 
introduction, and the curtain rises on a garnet
